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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 5 and 9-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over McClellan (U.S. 4,026,690) in view of 
Von Hoessle et al . (U.S. 5,710,853) and Pauley et al . (U.S. 
6,165,321). 

McClellan teaches a forming tube or carrier for glass fibers 
made of Kraft paper or Kraft paperboard (col. 5, lines 15-30, 
abstract) The .paper tube must have a high wet strength to 
resist the' aqueous component of the glass fiber binder (col. 1, 
lines 15-25) . Von Hoessle et al . teach using a forming tube 
that is permeable to water vapor or solvent vapor to allow 
faster drying of the glass fibers after coating (col. 5, lines 
1-25, abstract). Pauley et al . teaches the use of^a size for 
paper and paperboard that prevents the passage of liquid water 
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but allows water vapor to pass (col. 4, lines 2 0-35, col. 6, 
lines 40-60) . The instant invention claims a paper fiber or 
fiberboard tube with a size that allows vapor penetration but 
not water penetration. It would have, been obvious^to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to have used a size such as that of 
Pauley et al . that both waterproofs and allows water vapor 
passage in the paper of McClellan in order to allow both a high 
wet strength and more uniform drying of the glass fibers because 
of the teachings of Von Hoessle et al . to allow vapor passage 
and McClellan to provide high wet strength. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 24 October 2005 with respect to 
claims 5 and 9-11 have been considered but are not found to be 
persuasive . 

Applicant argues that the limitation of the paperboard 
plies being free of silicon coating in claim 5 distinguishes 
over McClellan, which teaches use of a silicone release coating. 
The examiner disagrees. As a first point it is noted that this 
limitation is present only in claim 5 and not in independent 
claim 9, though applicant makes the same argument for both 
claims. On the merits of the argument, McClellan teaches that 
it is conventional to apply a release coating on the outer 
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surface of a forming tube in order to aide in removal of the 
forming tube from the interior glass strands so that the glass 
stands can be unwound from, the inside of the glass fiber 
windings (col. 5, lines 35-40, col. 1, lines 10-17). Von 
Hoessle et al . teach an alternate method of unwinding where the 
glass fiber is unwound from the outside of the winding, while it 
remains of the forming tube (col. 1, lines 10-20). It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have not 
used the conventional release agent of McClellan when the form 
of McClellan as modified above is used in an exterior unwinding 
application, such as that taught by Von Hoessle et al . , where 
even drying of the fiberglass coating is required as well as wet 
strength. Thus contrary to applicant's argument there is 
motivation to exclude the use of a silicone release coating in 
the combination of McClellan as modified above.
